Bush Cool 
On Panel’s 
Proposals 

President, Blair agree a new 
approach is needed in Iraq 

WASHINGTON | President Bush gave a chilly 
response to the Iraq Study Group’s propos- 
als for reshaping his policy Thursday, object- 
ing to talks with Iran and Syria, refusing to 
endorse a major troop withdrawal and vow- 
ing no retreat from embattled U.S. goals in 
the Mideast. 

British Prime Minister Tony Blair, an 
unflagging ally in the unpopular war, stood 
with Bush and wholeheartedly supported his 
determination to fight to victory in Iraq and 
spread democracy across the Middle East. 

“The vision is absolutely correct,” Blair 
said at a news conference where the two lead- 
ers agreed, nevertheless, on a need for new 
approaches in Iraq. 

When a reporter suggested Bush was 
denying even to himself how bad things 
are, the president tartly replied, “It’s bad in 
Iraq. That help?” 

While calling the Iraq Study Group’s 
report constructive. Bush and Blair took 
an unapologetic, almost defiant tone about 
their decisions and their resolve to keep up 
the struggle against extremists. 

“We’re going to succeed,” the president said. 
“I believe we’ll prevail.” terencehunt(ap)

U.S. Military Transfers First 
Detainees to New Gitmo Jail 

A group of Guantanamo Bay detain- 
ees on Thursday became the first 
to enter a new maximum- securi- 
ty prison — a $37 million facility 
designed to restrict contact among 
the prisoners and prevent attacks on 
guards. A total of 42 detainees were 
brought to the prison perched on a 
plateau overlooking the Caribbean 
Sea from another maximum- secu- 
rity camp at the U.S. naval base in 
eastern Cuba, (ap)

Lawmakers skeptical 
of calls for diplomacy 
with Iran and Syria 

WASHINGTON I Senators sharply 
questioned an Iraq commission’s 
call for a new U.S. war strategy 
Thursday, saying the Bush admin- 
istration and Congress must work 
urgently together to find a more 
effective approach. 

Sen. John McCain, R-Ariz., a 
2008 presidential hopeful, took 
strong issue with the commission’s 
call for phasing out the U.S. com- 
bat role in Iraq by 2008 and focus- 
ing instead more on training and 
advising the Iraqi army. He rejected 
the idea that the Army and Marines 
cannot spare more combat forces for 
Iraq duty. 

“There’s only one thing worse 
than an over- stressed Army and 
Marine Corps, and that’s a defeat- 
ed Army and Marine Corps,” said 
McCain, a Vietnam veteran who will 


become the ranking Republican on 
the Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee when Democrats take control of 
Congress in January. 


One of the commission’s co- 
chairmen, former Rep. Lee Ham- 
ilton, D-Ind., underscored the urgen- 
cy of changing course in Iraq, where 


conditions were described as grave 
and deteriorating. He was asked at 
what point the situation there, if not 
corrected, would be hopeless. 

Hamilton and his co-chairman, 
former Secretary of State James A. 
Baker III, testified before the Sen- 
ate committee one day after deliv- 
ering their report. Hamilton said a 
new, more realistic and practical 
approach is needed. 

Most senators broadly endorsed 
the commission’s report, which made 
79 recommendations for policy 
changes. Their skepticism focused 
mainly on two of the recommen- 
dations: a diplomatic approach to 
Iran and Syria, and an acceleration 
of the US. military’s work to train 
and advise Iraqi forces. 

Hamilton said it was essential for 
the White House and Congress to 
work together on this, and he criti- 
cized lawmakers for not having taken 
a stronger role in overseeing the 
Bush administration’s war policies.

Police Link Man 
To Ariz. Killings 

P H 0 E N I X I Police said Thursday they 
have caught the Baseline Killer, the 
gunman responsible for nine slay- 
ings that spread terror across the 
Phoenix area for nearly a year. 

Police Chief Jack Harris said 
investigators are recommending 
that Mark Goudeau, a 42 -year- old 
construction worker who has been in 


jail since September, be charged with 
71 counts, including nine murders 
— most of them random shootings 
committed on the street at night. 

Goudeau was arrested three 
months ago in two sexual assaults 
that were attributed to the Base- 
line Killer. But at the time, police 
stopped short of pronouncing him 
the Baseline Killer while they built 
a case against the ex- convict. 

Cmdr. Joe Klima, who oversaw 
the investigation, said investigators 


have collected forensic evidence — 
including DNA and ballistics — 
implicating Goudeau. 

“All of this evidence points to 
Mark Goudeau as the one who com- 
mitted these crimes,” Klima said. 

The Baseline Killer case origi- 
nally included 23 shootings, rapes 
and robberies that left eight people 
dead between August 2005 and 
June. The dead, seven of them 
women, ranged in age from 19 to

HP to Settle Privacy Case 


Firm to pay $14M in 
suit over pretexting to 
find internal leakers 

SAN JOSE, CALIF. I Hewlett-Packard 
Co. agreed Thursday to pay $14.5 
million to settle a lawsuit brought 
by state Attorney General Bill Lock- 
yer accusing the company of unfair 
business practices in its crusade to 
unmask the source of boardroom 
leaks to the news media. 

The vast majority of the settle- 
ment — $13.5 million — will fund 
state and local investigations into 
privacy rights and intellectual 
property violations, Lockyer said 
in a statement as the lawsuit and 
settlement were filed in Santa Clara 


County Superior Court. 

“Fortunately, Hewlett-Packard 
is not Enron,” he said. “I commend 
the firm for cooperating instead of 
stonewalling, for taking instead of 
shirking responsibility, and for work- 
ing with my office to expeditiously 
craft a creative resolution.” 

The remainder consists of 
$650,000 in civil penalties and 
$350,000 to cover the state’s inves- 
tigation and other costs. 

HP has also agreed to various 
governance reforms, which Lock- 
yer said will help protect privacy 
rights during any future HP inves- 
tigations. 

The lawsuit marks the first civil 
case brought by authorities against 
Palo Alto -based HP for the scandal 


that erupted in September and led 
to criminal charges against former 
chairwoman Patricia Dunn and 
four others. 

Prosecutors said the compa- 
ny hired outside detectives who 
tricked phone companies into dis- 
closing the private phone records of 
directors, journalists and others so 
the company could track the source 
of news leaks. 

Revelations of the probe, dis- 
closed in a regulatory filing, led 
to an exodus from the board, 
criminal charges, a congressional 
investigation, and ongoing federal 
probes by the FBI, the Securities 
and Exchange Commission, feder- 
al prosecutors and other agencies.

Democratic Governors 
Map Out Plans for ’08 


Having won a majority 
of states, leaders set 
sights on White House 

WASHINGTON | Democratic gover- 
nors who will take over the major- 
ity of state Capitols plan to use their 
newfound power to make changes 
and help put their party back in the 
White House. 

Some of the governors who have 
won in Republican-leaning states 
say it will be difficult for a Demo- 
cratic presidential candidate to pre- 
vail on their turf despite their own 


success. But other candidates said 
they could turn state victories into 
a national one in 2008. 

“There’s a shift in power and that 
means that the American people 
are seeing governors as the instru- 
ment of change,” said New Mexico 
Gov. Bill Richardson, the outgoing 
chairman of the Democratic Gov- 
ernors Association. 

His staff circulated a memo 
noting that states with Democrat- 
ic governors went from 207 electoral 
votes to 295 while Richardson led 
the group. The magic number to 
win the presidency is 270. (ap) 


Autopsy: Missing 
Calif. Man Died 
Of Hypothermia 

CENTRAL POINT, ORE. I Lost in the 
snowy wilderness and seeking help 
for his stranded family, James Kim 
probably traveled more than 10 
miles on foot before he died, believ- 
ing he could find a nearby town, 
authorities said Thursday. 

An autopsy released Thursday 
showed that he died alone of hypo- 
thermia. His body was found in a 
creek’s shallow water, about a mile 
away from his family’s car. 

“James Kim did nothing wrong. 
He was trying to save his family,” 
said Lt. Gregg Hastings of the Ore- 
gon State Police said a Thursday 
news conference. Kim thought the 
nearby town of Galice was only four 
miles away, although it was really 
15 miles away, Hastings said. 

After scouring the mountains of 
southern Oregon for days, a search 
helicopter hired by his family spot- 
ted Kim’s body midday on Wednes- 
day. (AP)

Survivors Remember Pearl Harbor 


Veterans honor the 
attack victims on 
65 -year anniversary 

PEARL HARBOR, HAWAII I One by one, 
aging survivors from ships sunk 65 
years ago Thursday in the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor laid wreaths 
under life preserver rings honoring 
their ships. 

Nearly 500 survivors bowed their 
heads at 7:55 a.m., the minute planes 
began bombing the harbor in a sur- 
prise attack that thrust the United 
States into World War 11. 

“America in an instant became 
the land of the indivisible,” said for- 
mer NBC Nightly News anchor Tom 
Brokaw, the author of “The Great- 
est Generation,” who spoke at the 
shoreside ceremonies. “There are 
so many lessons from that time for

our time, none greater than the idea 
of one nation greater than the sum 
of its parts.” 

The veterans, most in Hawaiian 
aloha shirts, were honored with pro- 
longed applause at the solemn cer- 
emony near where some of the ships 
remain rusting and moss -covered 
under the harbor’s waters. 

Many were treating the gather- 
ing as their last, uncertain wheth- 
er they would be alive or healthy 
enough to travel to Hawaii for the 
next big memorial ceremony, the 
70th anniversary. 

“It is because of you and people 
like you that we have the freedoms 
we enjoy today,” said Capt. Taylor 
Skardon. 

A priest gave a Hawaiian blessing 
and Marines performed a rifle salute. 
For many, it could be their last return 
to the World War II attack site. 


“Sixty-five years later, there’s 
not too many of us left,” said Don 
Stratton, a seaman 1st class who 
was aboard the USS Arizona on 
Dec. 7, 1941. 

Survivors were boarding a boat 
to the white memorial straddling 
the sunken hull of the USS Arizo- 
na, where they laid wreaths and leis 
in honor of the dead. 

“We thank those who lost their 
lives 65 years ago, and we honor the 
survivors and their families who are 
with us here today,” said Hawaii Gov. 
Linda Lingle. 

Japanese veterans who par- 
ticipated in the attack as naviga- 
tors and pilots will also pay their 
respects, offering flowers at the 
Arizona memorial for the Ameri- 
can and Japanese who died. 

Japanese dive bomber pilot Zenji 
Abe has apologized to American 
survivors for the sudden attack, 
ashamed his government failed to 
deliver a declaration of war in time 
for the assault.

A Struggle 
Over Coca 

Morales seeking a 
tricky middle ground 
on controversial crop 

CARANAVI, BOLIVIA I Onasteep slope 
in the Andes’ eastern foothills, Pao- 
lina Quispe choked back tears as 
soldiers yanked her coca plants one 
by one from the dry soil. 

A year ago she voted for Evo 
Morales, head of the coca growers’ 
unions. But she says he has changed 
since becoming president. 

“Most people here say Evo has 
tricked us, Evo has sold us out,” said 
Quispe, 28. 

Quispe and many other coca 
farmers as well as officials in 
Washington assumed during 
Morales’ campaign that his vic- 
tory would mean an end to years 
of coca eradication efforts. But the 
reality is more subtle, as Morales 
has taken a middle path — attack- 
ing cocaine while gamely charting 
a new course for the coca leaf. 

Since taking office in January, 
Morales has tried to hold onto mil- 
lions of dollars in U.S. aid contingent 
on eradication without losing the 
support of growers like Quispe. 

Morales’ “zero cocaine, not zero 
coca” policy combines crop eradica- 
tion and more anti- drug enforce- 
ment with the promotion of the 
coca leaf’s “industrialization” into 
legal products. 

Meanwhile, Morales doesn’t 
miss a chance to remind Americans 
that they lead the world in snorting 
cocaine, and may do so again this 
weekend when he hosts a meeting 
of South American leaders, (ap) 


Bombings, Shootings in Iraq Kill 23 


At least 31 U.S. troops 
have died in the first 
week of this month 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I A series ofbomb- 
ings and shootings killed at least 23 
people in Iraq on Thursday, includ- 
ing a 7-year- old girl and two col- 
lege professors. 

Brig. Gen. Abdul-Karim Khalaf, 
director of the Interior Ministry’s 
national command center, vowed 
to strike back at sectarian violence 
in Baghdad, saying Iraqi forces will 
soon launch house-to-house search- 
es to confiscate hidden weapons. 


The U.S. military confirmed 
that another soldier died in fighting 
Wednesday, raising to 11 the num- 
ber of American troops killed on 
the same day the Iraq Study Group 
issued a report in Washington. 

Wednesday’s deaths followed a 
particularly bloody weekend and 
raised to at least 31 the number of 
U.S. troops killed in the first week 
of this month. 

Mohammed Haidar Sulaiman, 
a professor at a sports education 
college, was killed when gunmen 
opened fire while he was driving 
in eastern Mosul, said police Brig. 
Abdul Karim al- Jubouri.

Somali PM Backs Bid for U.N. Forces 


MOGADISHU, SOMALIA I Somalia’s 
Prime Minister Ali Mohamed 
Gedi welcomed a U.N. move open- 
ing the way for foreign peacekeep - 
ers to come to protect his embattled 
government, but his Islamic rivals 
were bitterly opposed Thursday. 

A day earlier, the U.N. Securi- 


ty Council voted unanimously to 
authorize a peacekeeping force com- 
posed of African troops and partial- 
ly lifted an arms embargo to allow 
the force to be equipped. 

The U.S.-sponsored resolution 
also urged the Islamic movement,

The growing tension in Soma- 
lia, which has not had an effective

Report Urges 
Better Rights 
For Arab Women 

SAN’A, YEMEN I The Arab world must 
improve the status of women if it is 
to see a “human renaissance,” the 
U.N. Development Program said in 
a report released Thursday, recom- 
mending reform in Islamic thought 
and an “affirmative action” policy 
to ensure women a place in politics 
and other fields. 

Thursday’s report, researched 
and written by Arab experts, said 
women in the Arab world suffer 
“unacceptably high rates” of mor- 
tality related to pregnancy — 270 
deaths per 100,000 births — and 
one of the highest rates of illiteracy, 
at nearly 50 percent. 

It said women’s economic par- 
ticipation “remains the lowest in 
the world” at 33 percent, below the

Gallaudet Status 
Decision Delayed 


Accreditation panel 
eoneerned sehool may 
not meet standards 

WASHINGTON I An education over- 
sight group has postponed a decision 
on Gallaudet University’s accredi- 
tation, saying it has doubts about 
whether the nation’s most promi- 
nent school for the deaf meets its 
standards. 

The university remains accred- 
ited while the issues are considered. 
Accreditation is a voluntary process, 
but a loss of accreditation signals 
problems. 

The Middle States Commission 
on Higher Education said it is delay- 


ing the decision because of “institu- 
tional statements and press reports 
that have raised serious ... concerns,” 
a 2005 federal report “that deemed 
Gallaudet University ‘ineffective’ in 
certain areas,” and other factors. 

The commission asked for evi- 
dence of academic rigor and a 
plan that includes how to attract 
and keep students and ensure they 
graduate. It plans to visit the school 
next month. 

Gallaudet was roiled by protests 
this fall over the school’s incoming 
president. Ultimately, the board 
revoked the contract of Jane Fer- 
nandes. The board is scheduled to 
name an interim president this 
weekend, (ap)

Council 
Chair to 
Pay State 

Exum settles lawsuit 
with Maryland over 
pay from previous job 

UPPER MARLBORO, MO. I The chair- 
woman of the county council will 
repay Maryland almost $10,000 
in paychecks she allegedly collect- 
ed without working at her former 
state job. 

Camille Exum settled a lawsuit 
that the state collection agency filed 
in March. The lawsuit claimed Exum 
received $12,400 in pay for 16 weeks 
of work in 2002 and early 2003. The 
suit claimed she didn’t file timecards 
or prove she was there at the time. 

Exum was making $47,701 as 
an administrator for the real estate 
commission in the Department of 
Labor, Licensing and Regulation.

One man goes to the 
extreme to learn how 
to navigate the slopes 

“Basically, we take you to the edge of 
terror and then bring you back.” 

Not the most inspiring words 
I’ve ever heard from a ski instruc- 
tor, but certainly among the more 
attention-getting — and, I must say, 
more accurate. 

For instance, call me old-fash- 
ioned, but I’d always assumed it was 
a good idea to carve a turn by putting 
weight on the outside ski. Imagine 
my surprise when told that our next 
exercise at this Deer Valley, Utah, ski 
school would be turning via the inside 
ski only. In fact, let’s lift up the outside 
ski to make sure we don’t cheat. 

On an advanced-intermediate 
slope. Couldn’t even imagine such 
a thing, much less try doing it. 

But several face -plants later, I 
was getting the hang of it. I was 
even getting the hang of skiing while 
leaning so far back that I thought 
I’d fall over, then leaning so far 
forward I was sure the skis would 
snap. Maybe there was method to 


this seeming madness. 

How this was going to make me 
abetter skier, I still wasn’t sure. But 
this was a clinic run by twin brothers 
Phil and Steve Mahre, Olympic med- 
alists and skiing legends. Besides, 
if you’re going to ski terrified, you 
might as well do it at Deer Valley, 
where the snow can be incredibly soft 
while mountain vistas offer a beau- 
tiful backdrop for the spectacle you 
apparently need to make of yourself 
before you can improve.

And improving 
was the goal. Hence, this clinic: three 
days of intense instruction, six hours 
a day on- slope, followed by an hour 
or so of chalk talk and videos of your 
work that day. In a way, a working 
vacation, but also my first ski vacation 
that was not only tremendously fun, 
but deeply satisfying as well. 

With so many clinics avail- 
able across the country, I relied on 
friends’ recommendations last win- 
ter. The Mahre Training Center at 
Deer Valley, they said, is geared to 
all ability levels. 

Deer Valley has its own ski school, 
but the Mahres run theirs based on 
training techniques they learned 
during their time with the U.S. Ski 
Team. Apparently, those techniques 
worked: At the 1984 Winter Olym- 
pics, Phil and Steve took gold and 
silver, respectively, in slalom. 

At the bottom of a fairly gentle 
slope, the Mahres and the instructors 
watched as each of us essentially audi- 
tioned our skills. I ended up in one of 
the intermediate groups, headed by 
an affable instructor named Bruce.

in the Mahre fashion. The theory is to 
find your most efficient comfort zone 
by pushing you to extremes in vari- 
ous directions. That way, you know 
where the limits are and where to 
operate best within them. 

To wit: Traversing while leaning as 
far back on the ski tails without fall- 
ing backward, and understanding the 
particular loss of control that ensues 
and the feeling it produces in your 
body. Compare that with the feeling 
you get as you traverse leaning too far 
forward — not the same! 

Ski standing straight up. Then 
crouched down. Turn on outside ski. 
Inside ski. Ski on one ski at a time. 

All the feelings are different. 
Once familiar with them, when 
you’re skiing and have one of those 
feelings, you know what you’re doing 
wrong. You spend the next six hours 
getting familiar with each one. 

Forget the surrounding moun- 
tains, and the trees, and the lake, 
and the 50 -plus miles of trails slic- 
ing across 1,825 acres. All you see 
and think about is the patch of white 
immediately in front of you. 

During the next two days, on my 
way down the mountain, I repeat- 
ed to myself what Bruce and the 
Mahres had drilled into us, that it 
was all about balance — forward, 
aft, lateral and vertical. I developed 
a rhythm of those terms in my head, 
a rhythm that matched my move- 
ments across and down the slope. 
Somewhere along the way, I started 
to feel different on skis — less tense, 
perhaps. Definitely more fluid. 

“That’s it!” either Phil or Steve 
called behind me. “That’s it! Keep 
doing it ! ” And it suddenly occurred 
to me what was really so different.

Klinsmann

SOCCER I Juergen Klinsmann with- 
drew from consideration as coach 
of the U.S. soccer team after several 
months of talks failed to lead to an 
agreement, a U.S. Soccer Federation 
official told The Associated Press 
on Thursday.

Three straight weeks of 
NFC East foes will be a 
true test for the Eagles 

FOOTBALL I Even in a mediocre con- 
ference in which every team seems 
to have a chance at making the play- 
offs, the Philadelphia Eagles face a 
daunting task. 

The Eagles are not only hitting 
the road for the next three weeks, 
but they’re playing against division 
rivals. No team has played three 
straight road games within its divi- 
sion in December or January since 
the New York Giants did it to fin- 
ish the strike -shortened 1982 sea- 
son, according to the Elias Sports 
Bureau. 

When coach Andy Reid first saw 
the team’s schedule in the spring, he 
couldn’t have been pleased. 

“I thought you guys had some- 
thing to do with it,” he jokingly said 
to reporters Wednesday. 

At 6-6, the Eagles are tied with 
three other teams for the final two 
wild-card spots in the NFC. They 
beat one of those teams (Carolina) 
on Monday night, and will play the 
other two (Giants and Atlanta) in 
the final month. 

The Eagles travel to Wash- 
ington (4-8) this week, followed 
by games against the Giants and 
the East-leading Dallas Cowboys 
on Christmas before finishing at 
home against the Falcons on New 
Year’s Eve. 

“I was hoping we wouldn’t be in 
a nip-and-tuck situation, but since 
we are, we have to be ready,” veteran 


safety Brian Dawkins said. “Hope- 
fully, we got some things out of our 
system that needed to be out of our 
system now that this opportunity, or 
now that crunch time, has come.” 

After starting 4-1, the Eagles 
figured to be playing for home- 
field advantage down the stretch. 
Instead, they lost five of six and find 
themselves battling for a playoff spot 
in a tight race that likely will come 
down to the final week. 

A 27-24 victory over the Pan- 
thers invigorated a team that suf- 
fered a major emotional letdown 


when quarterback Donovan 
McNabb sustained a season- end- 
ing knee injury two weeks earlier. 
Backup Jeff Garcia has filled in 
nicely for McNabb, throwing for 
312 yards and three TDs against 
a tough Carolina defense.

The Wizards’ 
Backup Plan 


When Arenas slumps, 
it’s Butler who steps 
in to carry the load 

WIZARDS I Make no mistake about 
it: All of the Wizards — really, all 
NBA players — know who the go- 
to guy is in Washington. 

Gilbert Arenas, the team’s All- 
Star guard who has averaged more 
than 25 points in each of the last 
two seasons with the Wizards, is 
going to get the call every night — 
and is going to produce nine times 
out of 10. 

“Gil is mostly the No. 1 option,” 
coach Eddie Jordan said. “Again, 
I don’t care if he’s O-for-12 — he’s 
the No. 1 option.” 

The nights when he puts up 38 
and hits six of nine three -pointers 
— as he did in Wednesday’s 113- 
102 win at New York — are going 
to be easy. 

But this season, there have been 
other nights when Arenas has actu- 
ally started the game cold. Whether 
it’s opposing defenses focusing on 
the star player, the referees pick- 
ing on him or Arenas just missing 
shots, someone else has been forced 


to step up to score points in those 
situations. 

So far, it’s been Caron Butler 
— with Arenas providing much- 
needed assists. 

“It just happened that way,” said 
Arenas, who is averaging a career- 
high 6.4 assists per game through 
Washington’s first 18 contests. “A 
lot of people are focusing on me in 
the first period, so it’s easy to find 
people. ... [Butler] is confident with 
that shot.” 

Last Friday’s game against the 
Bobcats was a perfect example. Are- 
nas started one-for-four in the first 
quarter. But he picked up six assists 
in that first period, and Butler, who 
was five-for-five, led the team with 
11 first- quarter points. Eventually 
Arenas found his groove, dropped 
an easy 33 on Charlotte and fin- 
ished with 10 assists. 

“This is how basketball has to 
be played,” Butler said after that 
game. “If your key guy is not going, 
he’s going to create for the other guys. 
I’m just trying to step up and be a 
contributor for this team, and if it’s 
not falling for me, [Antawn Jamison] 
or somebody else will step up.”

Jewel of Denial 


‘Blood Diamond’ is an 
intense indictment of 
the gem industry 

FILM I With the powerfully acted, 
vividly shot “Blood Diamond,” 
director Edward Zwick takes an 
unflinching look at the brutality 
of the African diamond trade. But 
there’s so much dense, political and 
social drama going on here, amid 


such glorious and bleak scenery, that 
Zwick probably could have made a 
couple different movies out of it. 

“Blood Diamond” runs too long 
and the script from Charles Leavitt 
(“K-PAX”) tends to get a bit preachy 
and didactic. But it has an intensity 
that’s just spellbinding, with sur- 
prises around every corner — many 
of them horrifying. 

Leonardo DiCaprio, Djimon 
Hounsou and Jennifer Connelly 


star as three disparate figures in 
1990s Sierra Leone who start out 
using each other and end up want- 
ing to help each other. 

DiCaprio, as Zimbabwean 
smuggler and ex-mercenary Dan- 
iel Archer, is constantly on the hunt 
for the biggest stone out there. 

Hounsou, as fisherman Solo- 
mon Vandy, has been ripped from 
his home by militaristic rebels and 
forced to work in the diamond fields. 


He happens to have found an excep- 
tional gem — a pink diamond the 
size of a large ice cube — and bur- 
ied it in the ground. But he has no 
idea what happened to his family, 
and his fear and frustration are 
overwhelming. 

And Connelly, as American 
journalist Maddy Bowen, is inves- 
tigating the widespread violence 
and corruption that pervade the 
diamond industry. 

Each of these people needs 
something from the others at var- 
ious times: Daniel needs Solomon’s 
diamond; Solomon needs Daniel to 
help him sell the diamond to get 
his family out of a camp in Guinea; 
and Maddy needs them both for a 
story she’s writing, one she hopes 
will stand out from the rest and 
open people’s eyes back home to 
the atrocities she sees every day. 

The methodology of taking young 
boys from their homes, putting auto- 
matic rifles in their tiny hands and 
turning them into remorseless kill- 
ers is chilling. This fate has befallen 
Solomon’s oldest child, Dia (Kagiso 
Kuypers). The story of what happens 
to boys like Dia would have provided 
the material for a seriously compel- 
ling film all its own. 

But the ultimate point of “Blood 
Diamond” is to make you think twice 
about where you buy that engage- 
ment ring or anniversary

The History Boys’ 
shows how education 
can help, hinder kids 

F I L M I What is the value of education, 
and how does it shape our under- 
standing of the world? These are 
the questions posed by “The His- 
tory Boys,” based on the hit play by 
Alan Bennett, directed by Nicolas 
Hytner and starring the original 
National Theater cast. 

“The History Boys” asks us to 
ponder the moral consequences of 
reducing education to a tool for per- 
sonal advancement, positing history 
as the infinitely malleable interpre- 


tation of recent events. 

Set in a middle- class private boys’ 
school in Yorkshire in the 1980s, “The 


History Boys” is the story of seven 
friends who find themselves in the 
unlikely position ofbeing strong can- 


didates for Oxford and Cambridge 
at the same time. Although the 
school’s pompous, results-obsessed 
headmaster (Clive Merrison) won’t 
acknowledge it, the boys owe their 
success to the efforts of two teach- 
ers, the dedicated, methodical Mrs. 
Lintott (Frances de la Tour) and the 
flamboyant, romantic Hector (Rich- 
ard Griffiths). 

Both teachers find themselves 
in love with the same boy Dakin 
(Dominic Cooper), who learns early 
on how to use his physical charms 
to his advantage. The story is suf- 
fused in that British public- school- 
boy homoeroticism emblematic of 
the genre, but the subject is han- 
dled in a thoughtful, non-hysteri- 
cal way that you’d never see in Hol- 
lywood versions of the sacred bond 
between pupil and teacher.

Violence Is King 

Mel Gibson’s latest is 
beautifully filmed and 
wholly disgusting 

FILM I He hinted at it with Jesus’ 
prolonged, agonizing death in 
“The Passion of the Christ.” With 
an immeasurable body count and 
mutilation factor in “Apocalypto,” 
it’s confirmed: Mel Gibson is mas- 
ter of the epic snuff film. 

Director Gibson applies the 
same breathtaking production 
values and attention to detail as he 
did in “Braveheart” and “The Pas- 
sion.” But he amplifies the violence 
to something approaching abhor- 
rent at the height of the carnage in 
“Apocalypto.” 

Gibson also strains credulity 
with his main character’s Christ- 
like ability to survive what look to 
be fatal, or at least incapacitating, 
piercings by arrows. 

In the vein of the dead languages 
featured in “The Passion,” Gibson, 
who co-wrote the “Apocalypto” 
screenplay with Farhad Safinia, 
has his cast of unknowns talking 
in Yucatec Maya, spoken today 
only in the Yucatan Peninsula. Also 
like “The Passion,” “Apocalypto” is 
a visual story — long stretches told 
through pictures, sound effects and 
music, without need of dialogue. 

If harsh jungle existence can be 
idyllic, that’s what life is in the small 
village Gibson introduces us to in 
the movie’s marvelous opening act, 
a group of hunter-gatherers living 
on the fringes of the great Mayan 
civilization 500 years ago.

Gibson’s hero Jaguar Paw (played 
with fiery fortitude by American 
Indian Rudy Youngblood) lives sur- 
rounded by friends and family. We 
see wonderful glimpses of Jaguar 
Paw’s tenderness toward his preg- 
nant wife (Dalia Hernandez) and 
their young son, as well as moments 
of the community’s lust for life. 

Then invaders from the big city 
show up, including the fierce war- 
rior leader Zero Wolf (Raoul Trujillo) 
and the sadistic Snake Ink (Rodolfo 
Palacios). Many of Jaguar Paw’s kin 
are slain, and he and others are cap- 
tured and led on a forced march, but 


not before he manages to stash his 
wife and son away in a safe but tem- 
porary hiding place. 

Until now, Gibson has shown 
enough restraint to keep the story 
engrossing and believable. When 
captives and conquerors arrive at the 
Mayan metropolis, the gloves come 
off, along with a lot of heads. The 
excess of repugnant violence con- 
tinues during a frequently thrilling 
jungle chase as Zero Wolf and his 
men pursue Jaguar Paw. If you’ve 
ever wanted to see a jaguar bite 
off a man’s face, this is your

LIKE THE GOOIEST, sweetest cup of eggnog, the romantic comedy 
“The Holiday” doesn’t have a whole lot of nutritional value, and 
you’ll probably hate yourself afterward for giving in to it, but it is 
rich and yummy and irresistible. Writer- director Nancy Meyers, 
who established herself as the queen of the glossy chick flick with 
2003’s “Something’s Gotta Give,” offers another beautifully shot, 
flawlessly crafted film that’s both an homage to and an update of 
the classy, classic romantic comedies of the 1940s. Cameron Diaz 
and Kate Winslet star as bright, talented women simultaneously 
suffering from man troubles who swap homes for the holidays to 
get away from it all. Diaz ends up in a cottage outside London; Win- 
slet, a modern L.A. mansion. Each finds an unexpected new love 
interest in Jude Law and Jack Black, respectively. Everyone’s witty 
and great-looking, with great clothes, fantastic cars and to -die -for 
architecture. It’s total female wish fulfillment, christy lemire (ap) 


umentary and fiction that made “Camel” 
such a dazzling debut, this movie also 
bears poetic imagery and a sweet, affect- 
ing story. (AH) 

COPYING BEETHOVEN (PG-13, 120 min- 
utes) Thecentral issue of this movie isthe 
composer’s declining years when Ludwig 
(Ed Harris) and Anna (Diane Kruger) 
became pals during the writing of that 
damned Ninth Symphony, thecomposer’s 
last, upon which belabored for almost 10 
years. Asthe irascible, extremely annoy- 
ing old beast makes life hell, the good- 
hearted, virginal but musically sophisti- 
cated Anna keeps him on course, becom- 
ing more than a copyist but secretary, 
maid, social director and almost man- 
ager or agent. It’s completely fictitious, 
of course. But it’s nevertheless a fasci- 
nating peek into theculture of greatness, 
and the movie is beguiling, (sh) 

DECK THE HALLS (PG, 95 minutes) A 
wimpy WASP (Matthew Broderick) has 
long been the Xmas czar of his annoy- 
ingly picturesque town and feels he is 
entitled to govern Christmas; a lower- 
class usurper (Danny DeVito) seeks to 
take overthe holiday and turn his house 
into an Armageddon of blazing lights. I 
literally did not count a single laugh in 
the wholeaimless schlep, (sh) 

DEJA VU (PG-13, 128 minutes) ATF agent 
Doug Carlin (Denzel Washington) goes 
back in time to unravel a crime. Claire 
Kuchever (Paula Patton) is as beauti- 
ful as she is dead when Doug finds her 
washed ashoreaftertheterrorist bombing 
of aferry underthe Crescent City Bridge 
in New Orleans. Traveling back in time 
to retrace her steps could save the 543 
lives lost on the ferry, identify the killer 
and, most important, bring Claire back 
among the living. The movie attempts to 
explain the “science” behind the movie’s 
time-jumping, but in a dramathat’s con- 
temporary and supposedly realistic, it 
comes off as cockamamie. (dt) 

THE DEPARTED (R, 149 minutes) A 
deranged wit runs through this film, 
which finds Martin Scorsese up to his 
same old tricks of exploring an American 
ethnic subculture with frequent detours 
into carnage and mayhem. Scorsese 
plumbs the colorful depths of the Irish 
mob in Boston. Leonardo DiCaprio, Matt 
Damon and Jack Nicholson play three 
men who came up in Southie, only to 
end up on opposite sides of the law, 
or straddling both. The movie crackles 
rightalong, stopping only for Scorsese’s 
signature bursts of explosive violence. 
Those brawls feel a bit rote, but what’s 
different here is humor, (ah) 


FAST FOOD NATION (R, 106 minutes) This 
film offersathinlyfictionalized structure 
affixed to some serious meat industry 
reportage originally by Eric Schlosserfor 
a book of the same name. Thefilm dra- 
matizes Schlosser’s findings, assigning 
his discoveries to personalities in and 
around hamburger culture. Butthe movie 
is weak and works far better as journal- 
ism than as drama, (sh) 

FLAGS OF OUR FATHERS (R, 132 minutes) 
The flag -raising on Iwo Jima was a real 
event that became a pseudo-event, the 
engineto a huge marketing machine with 
goaisfar more ambitiousthan the original 
participants could have imagined. And 
that process, exactlyand resonantly, isthe 
center of this heartbreaking and sober- 
ing film by Clint Eastwood. This film is 
passionate, honest, unflinching and grip- 
ping, and it pays respects, (sh) 

FLICKA (PG, 94 minutes) Mary O’Hara’s 
1941 classic “My Friend Flicka” told the 


story of the dreamy younger son of a 
Wyoming rancher who found focus 
and love in his admiration for a mus- 
tangfoal. In this edition, it’stheyoung- 
er daughter of a stern rancher, though 
the diagnosis is the same. There’s no 
time for fibberty-dee about “feelings”; 
it’s much more interested in how people 
getthe job done, and that involves grit, 
laborand discipline, (sh) 

FLUSHED AWAY (PG, 87 minutes) This 
first computer-generated cartoon by 
Aardman Animations — best known for 
Nick Park’s brilliant “Wallace&Gromit” 
franchise — doesaway with the clay but 
leaves the craft and emotion intact. When 
circumstances conspire to send Roddy, a 
pet mouse (Hugh Jackman), down the loo 
and into a sewer- level London populated 
by rats, toads, the odd frog and a charm- 
ing Greekchorusof slugs, hediscovers 
what’s really important in life.

TV I Dennis Haysbert makes no 
secret of the satisfaction he gets 
from his role on “The Unit.” 

As Jonas Blanc, leader of a covert 
team of Special Forces operatives, 
he gets to play a man of fierce con- 
viction and unyielding courage.

Survivors of Pearl 
Harbor reunite for a 
final anniversary 

This will be their last visit to this 
watery grave to share stories, 
exchange smiles, find peace and 
salute their fallen friends. This, 
they say, will be their final fare- 
well. With their number quick- 
ly dwindling, survivors of Pearl 
Harbor gathered Thursday one 
last time to honor those killed by 
the Japanese 65 years ago, and to 
mark a date that lives in infamy. 
“This will be one to remember,” 
said Mai Middlesworth, president 
of the Pearl Harbor Survivors Asso- 
ciation. “It’s going to be something 
that we’ll cherish forever.” 

The survivors have met here 
every five years for four decades, 
but they’re now in their 80s or 90s 
and are not counting on a 70th 
reunion. They have made every 
effort to report for one final roll 
call. “We’re like the dodo bird. 
We’re almost extinct,” said Mid- 
dlesworth, now an 83 -year- old 
retiree from Upland, Calif., but 
then — on Dec. 7, 1941 — an 18- 
year-old Marine on the USS San

Francisco. 

Nearly 500 survivors from 
across the nation were expected 
to make the trip to Hawaii, bring- 
ing with them 1,300 family mem- 
bers, numerous wheelchairs and too 
many haunting memories. Memo- 
ries of a shocking, two -hour aerial 
raid that destroyed or heavily dam- 
aged 21 ships and 320 aircraft, that 
killed 2,390 people and wounded 
1,178 others, that plunged the Unit- 
ed States into World War II and set 
in motion the events that led to the 
atomic bombings of Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki. 

“I suspect not many people have 
thought about this, but we’re wit- 
nessing history,” said Daniel Marti- 
nez, chief historian at the USS Ari- 
zona Memorial. “We are seeing the 
passing of a generation.” 

The attack may have occurred 65 
years ago, but survivors say they can 
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still hear the explosions, smell the 
burning flesh, taste the sea water 
and hear the cries. 

“The younger ones were crying. 
Mom! Mom! Mom!”’ said Edward 
Chun, who witnessed the attack 
from a couple hundred meters 
away from Battleship Row. 


Many of the dead were teen- 
age sailors and Marines away 
from home for the first time. They 
died before they had an opportu- 
nity to get married, have children, 
build lives. 

Four in five servicemen on the 
USS Arizona — 1,177 in all — did not 


survive the day. It was the greatest 
loss of life of any ship in U.S. naval 
history. They remain entombed 
in the battleship’s sunken hull, 
which still seeps oil every few sec- 
onds, leaving a colorful sheen on 
the harbor water. 

Martinez, the USS Arizona his- 
torian, likened it to another reunion 
68 years ago — the final gathering 
of Civil War veterans in Gettysburg, 
Pa., when aging warriors in blue 
and gray shook hands and shared 
war stories. In 1938, as in 2006, the 
nation faced an uncertain future in 
a world gripped by conflict. 

But some veterans don’t believe, 
or refuse to accept, that this will be 
the last major gathering. 

“They claimed the 60th was 
going to be the last one. Now they 
have the 65th. When they have 
the 70th, then they’ll be claim- 
ing, ‘This will be the last one,”’ 
said Pearl Harbor survivor Ever- 
ett Hyland. “They’ve been crying 
wolf too many times.” 

Hyland does accept the fact that 
their numbers are dwindling fast. 

“We all have our turn, and our 
turn is getting closer,” he said. 

But until then, they are drawn 
to Pearl Harbor, and to each 
other. Military historian Doug- 
las Smith, a professor at the U.S. 
Naval War College in Newport, 
R.I., said they are proud of their 
service and eager to return “to 
their glory days,” but most of all 
they revel in the bonds they formed 
long ago, when they were young.

Decades before Chrismukkah 
became a household holiday, Nat 
Katin-Borland’s mom, who’s 
Jewish, and dad, who’s Prot- 
estant, were trying to meld 
the religious traditions 
in their first home. “My 
mom felt strongly that if 
they were going to final- 
ly get a tree, it wasn’t just 
a boring tree with tinsel and 
balls,” Katin-Borland said.

Now it’s a yearly tradition, one 
that Katin-Borland, 26, has carried 
on with girlfriend Amy Strekas, 25, 
in their D.C. flat.

much — drinks and about $50 
worth of supplies from Michaels. 
Crucial items include pipe clean- 
ers, glitter, doilies, googly eyes, felt, 
sequins, pompoms, old Christmas 
cards and other random goodies. 
Boring, but important: glue (the 
clear gel-like kind is best), scis- 
sors and ornament hooks. 

“The stuff that has nothing to 
do with Christmas tends to make 
the most interesting orna- 
ments,” said Katin-Bor- 
land, like when some- 
one combines snippets 
of text from old Christ- 
mas cards with a plastic 
asparagus. 

While an arts -and- crafts 
shindig may sound like a blast to 
some, the couple makes sure their 
bash has a typical house-party 
atmosphere with music and a full 
bar. “The older crowd, they’re kind 
of suspicious of the idea. They don’t 
think it will be fun,” said Katin-Bor- 
land, who added that most guests 


like making ornaments once they 
give it a try. “I think you need the 
other stuff going on so people show 
up in the first place.” 

“It’s surprising how nice it is to 
have an activity at a party,” added 
Strekas. “People interact more. 
There’s a purpose.” Artistic abil- 
ity is not a must, but clever ideas 
(like making a Santa Claus out 
of felt and a plastic banana) are 
encouraged. 

Party chatter tends to revolve 
around the tree, which should 
begin empty save for lights. “That 
blank canvas is your inspiration,” 
said Katin-Borland. Clever orna- 
ments are lauded, mysterious ones 
decoded, and controversial ones 
hotly debated. At last year’s fest, 
for instance, some did not appre- 
ciate the characterization of Mariah 
Carey as a “Ho Ho Ho.” 

But without fail, says Katin-Bor- 
land, “everyone claims that they’re 
responsible for some of the cooler 
ornaments.” juliabeizer
